General MacArthur And West Point Class 
Visited Gettysburg 39 Years Ago Today 


Thirty-nine 
years 
ago 
today 
Douglas MacArthur, the man w’ho 
was destined to become the "Hero 
of the Philippines" and the Supreme 
Commander of all the forces of tile 
United Nations iii the Pacific in the 
world's worst catastrophic struggle, 
visited historic Gettysburg. 
It was the annual visit of the 
First Class of the United States 
Military’ Academy, West Point, New 
York, and Dougins MacArthur was 
President of the class. 
Tile Cadets, making the journey 
here in three Pullman cars, arrived 
at 4 o'clock in the morning. Tuesday, 
April 21, 1903 . . . exactly 39 years 
ago today. They breakfasted at the 
Eagle hotel, toured the battlefield, 
spent the night in their Pullmans 
and after concluding the battlefield 
trip on Wednesday, April 22, left at 
8 o'clock that evening on their re­ 
turn journey to West Point.

These 
are treated with digestive enzymes.

of robot digestion. 
The material has proved useful 
for burns, hemorrhages, wounds of 
all sorts and infections. These com­ 
prise the main ailments of soldiers 
The food is not a substitute for 
transfusion of blood or plasma, but 
is an aid The acids are given also 
to people who try to reduce too 
rapidly, those who eat sweets In 
excess at the expense of proteins 
and after surgery 
The food is in the form of grains 
about the size of granulated sugar
